"Wo hold," Justice Roberta said 
in the majority of opinion, "that 
tho broad and inclusive language 
of the second clause of the section 
(of the act) Is not to be limited 
by construction so as to exclude 
intrastate communications 
from 
the protection against interception 
and divulgence." 


No dissent was announced to 
the opinion. 


The justice department, in a 


brief filed with the tribunal In 
connection with arguments on the 
case, contended that such a decis- 
ion also would "forbid evidence ot 
intercepted 
Intrastate 
communi- 


cations by state officers in atate 
prosecutions, although a state con- 
stitution or statute may specifical- 
ly make such evidence admissi- 
ble."

expected to testify. 
The Texans presenting objec- 


tions to tho proposed measure 
were E. O. Thompson, chairman 
of the interstate oil compact com- 
mission and member of the Texas 
railroad commission, which regu- 
lates tho petroleum industry in 
that state, and Jerry Sadler, rail- 
road commissioner. 
Thompson told tho subcommit- 


tee the nation could "present you 
a picture of efficiency that shows 
no need for any interference on 
the part of the federal govern- 
ment." 
The Cole bill would create a 
new division in the interior de- 
partment to set up standards by 
which "avoidable waste" in oil 
and 
gaa 
production would

judged. 
Punitive powers would 
be given the federal government. 


Not Heal Federal Control. 
Rep. Cole, who arrived with 
Reps, Mapes (R-Mlch) and Kelly 
(D-I11) after a two-day hearing 
In Illinois, said the measure did 
not strictly mean federal regula- 
tion.

ISSUES CALL FOR 


AIDJ) FINLAND 


NEWSPAPERS OF COUNTRY 
ASKED TO SPONSOR RAISING 


OF FUNDS FOR RELIEF 


LOS ANGELES, 
Dec. 
.—(/P)— 


Herbert Hoover, former president 
of the United States, and chairman 
for the commission of relief In 
Belgium during the world war, 
Issued the following statement to- 
night: 


"America has a duty to do its 
part In the relief of the hideous 
suffering of the Finnish people. 
Our people should have an outlet 
In which to express their individu- 
al and their practical sympathy. 
I have consented to organize a na- 
tionwide Finnish relief fund for 
this purpose. 


"I appeal to the American peo- 


ple for its support. 


"Finland Is not a rich country. 


The people have little reserve for 
emergency. 
They are making a 


heroic defense. Air attacks have 
compelled the evacuation of civili- 
ans from their towns and cities. 
Hundreds of thousands of women 
and children have been driven from 
their homes in the middle of nor- 
thern winter. 
Many are already, 


and more will be, refugees ouside of 
their own country. Many aro des- 
titute. 
Others are without ade- 


quate shelter, clothing and food. 
This fund Is for the purpose of 
serving these broad needs. 


"The American Bed Cross has 


appealed for funds to furnish medi- 
cines, hospital supplies, and many 
garments will be provided through 
their chapters. They-should be sup- 
portedj, Tho two funds will co- 
operate fully. 


"I realize the p,p|sjsnt needs ot 


many of our ownjpeoplo and also 
the needs of the iBAllsh people as 
well, the commltteejof which I am 
also a member. I would not wish 
any contributions to this found to 
lessen 'the support of all these 
needs. 


"But In this time of our sorrow 
and sympathy for tho plight of 
Finland, America should also make 
sacrifices for them. 


"Owing to the urgency of the 
matter, I have asked an unusual 
service of the newspapers of the 
country, that they should sponsor 
the fund In their localities. I hope 
that the people in each locality 
will co-operate with and aid their 
po.per. 


"A 
nationwide 
sponsorship Is 


also being constituted for general 
conduct of the fund. My former 
colleagues In Belgian relief have 
volunteered to undertake the work 
of administration under the lead- 
ership of Mr. Edgar Hlckard, with 
an office at the Graybar building, 
New York, New York. Emergency 
supplies can be obtained In Nor- 
way and Sweden pending shipment 
from the United States. By the 
aid of the press and of the volun- 
tary service of these experienced 
men, we can move quickly and 
avoid any consequential overhead 
expense, 


"I hope that those who can af- 


ford It will contribute generously. 
Contributions no matter how small 
are tho evidence of our sympathy."

rebuilt, and 3 crossings wero pro- 
tected by signals.

' istratlon reported, June 30, 1939, 


tlio end of tho fiscal year, Texas 
had 970.1 miles of road estimated 
to cost $20,677,649 under contract 
or approved for contract, and $10,-

advanced to tho "approved for con- 
tract" stage. Federal payments to 
Texas for work done amounted to 
513,369,479 in the year. 


The Improvements completed In 


Texas in the year were
